DAN LYONS HANGED. 


JTn MontH Uojith Coolly, Witnessing t11* 


Preparation,! for HU Execution vrltli In* 
dlfterdiicc—Ills Crime, 
SEW YORK, Aug. 22,—Daniel Lyons wai 


IKr.igcd in tbo yard of tho Tombs prison 
for tho raurdor oi Josoph Quinn July 5, 
18S7. Tho drop foil at precisely 7:15 o'clock 
a. m. Lyons passed his last night on earth 
in a perfectly cool, calm and collected 
manner. His iudlfferencn to the fate that 
awaited him \7as not bravado. Ho criti- 
cally examined the pa'.lows, and remarked 
to tho flhcrifT that the weight was not suf- 
ficient to hang him. F.arl.v in the evening 
his faithful attendant, Father Gelinas, 
called. Lyons confessed and was give- 
absolution. 


Tho 
condemned 
man slopt quietly 


throughout the night, nrisins at 4 o'clock. 
At 5 o'clock he received Uoly communion 
,it the hands of Fathers Potidcr^ast and 
Gelinas, afterwards taklnn a wa'.k in the 
jail yard, laughing and joking with tho 
deputies who accompanied 
him, 
At 7 


o'clock tho march to tho ynllows took 
place. On the scaftold Lyons stood without 
u tremor although his lips wero pale. The 
priests wero praying while Lyons repeated 
the words after them. 
Father Gc'.inna 


pressed tho crucifix to tho condemned 
man's lips, 
who 
exclaimed: 
"Lord 


have mercy on mo." Hangman Atkinson 
then pulled the black cap over Lyons face, 
the priests stopped buck, tha executioner at 
a algim! from the sheriff severed the rope 
and Dan Lyons body was swung in tho 
air. His convulsive struijcrles for a moment 
were painful to witness, but very soon life 
WHS extinct. 
After hanging for 
fully 


twenty minutes tho body was cut down. 
The only persons present at tho execution 
wero u few newspaper men,tho sheriff, his 
deputies and physicians.

The Constitutional convention was not 


uniquo as n jleiil for youthful achievement. 
Jefferson had been only £> years old when 
he wrote tho " Dcclara'.ion of Independ- 
ence." Hamilton was raadc Secretary of 
tho Treasury by Washington, and began his 
preat career as a financier at the age of Si. 
At the same time Kinp, who had become a. 
ucarpel-badger " to New York—sinco he 
represented .Massachusetts in the Constitu- 
tional convention — was 
elected 
United 


States Senator atai. Thirty had been fixed 
as the minimum sigc for Senators, and half of 
those first c'.ceted wore between 30 anil a5. 
A few years later Henry C'.ay camo to tho 
Senate, and was admitted without thought 
that ho was not eligible—tho fact being tbat 
ho did not reacli tho ago of iJO until more 
than threo months later. 


No limit of ape for the judiciary was iixcd 


in the constitution, but if there be anyplace 
in the Government where maturity is de- 
manded it is on tho bonch of tho Supremo 
Court. 
WashinKton appointed asoac of tho 


early Justices, James Ircuell, who was but 
JiO years old; John Adams gave a p'.ace to 
Bnshrod Washington at 3G, and Jefferson 
named William Johnson at only 02. This 
was simply the adoption of tho Federal 
Government of the same principle which 
tho States had applied to tho choice of 
Judges. John Jay, who was made first 
Chief Justice.of tho United States at-13, had 
been appointed Chief Justice ol Sew York 
ivhcr. but :jl. Irerlcll had been judge of ibo 
superior court of Nor^li Caro'.ina- when only 
27. 


Tbo truth is that what wo havo come to 


consider tho especial era of old men was 
really the most remarkable period in our 
history for young men. They enjoyed a 
chance a century ago such as young men 
havo never had sinco tho civil war broicc 
down temporarily somo of the barriers 
against youth in public life, but the con- 
trolling forces were wielded by ir.cn whoso 
average age was u number of years greater 
thaji thai of their gram:fathers, who held 
sway durlngtlic revolutionary period. 


The youngest man in the United States 


Senate, to-day—Kenr.a, of West. Virginia- 
was U5 years old when ho took his scat, and 
nobody so young had been in Iho body for a 
long period before his appearance. Ho is 
now -10 and nobody clso in the hotly of 7(i 
members is so young, although, as wo havo 
seen, one-third of the Constitutional con- 
vention were under •!(). More than half of. 
tho body, it. has been shown, were less than 
•15 years 
old; only 
twenty-one ot the 


present seventy-six Senators, or but a triiio 
over a quarter, were less than •!"> years 
old when they entered the chamber. Tho 
average age of the Senate to-day is M 
years, against an average of only '15 years 
for tho convention of 17S7. 


Slow-going," wo are wont to call the 


ways of Iho eighteenth century; "a, fast 
age" is the common description of our own 
period. Both expressions nro misleading. 
Our conservative ar.cost.ors rushed Iheir 
boys through college during their teens;

Salt for Bullillne I'm-posiM, 


The use of common salt appears to bo of 


Increasing importance in connection with 
building materials. Amongthe carpenters 
tho article is nowfound to be an aid in the 
hoatlngofg'.ue.andwhoro, as has been usual 
in joiners' and cabinet-makers' shops, tbo 
gluo ia melted in a jackot-kottle, surround- 
ed by water, it is said to bo an improvement 
to place salt in tho water In tho outer ket- 
tle— that ih, the addition of salt raises the 
boiling point, and therefore enables tho 
glue iu tho kettle to be kept at a higher 
tomporaturo than 
could bo maintained 


with water alono, aud this Is advantageous 
to the work, 
Again, masons find tbnir uso 


for salt in adding it to cumcnt mortar in 
cold weather to preserve It from the injur- 
ious effects of free/ing. It is known that 
in many cases masonry has been laid in 
comont In cohl weather, usiug a considera- 
ble proportion of salt in the mixture, 
which, after repeated free/.ings and thaw- 
ings, has remained iu perfect condition, 
while work near by laid in mortar of the 
eanic kind, but without any admixture of 
salt, became disintegrated by tlie frost—a 
difference which is quito diulcult. of ex- 
planation, In view of the fact that the ben- 
cllcial rcsulls of using salt arc visible with 
mortar whk-h has certainly been fro/.en, 
and friw.cn salt water Is known to expand 
nearly as much as fresh water.—.1.', 1". .Swu.
